Executive Summary 
Cambridge College 
State Program Approval Evaluation 

Cambridge College requested a state review of their graduate Initial and Professional licensure 
programs, which were evaluated by a program approval team appointed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education. Nine educators participated in a two-day, 
on-campus review in November 201 1 . 

The visiting team reviewed Cambridge College's self-study and supporting evidence and 
documentation. While on campus, the team gathered information from interviews with members 
of the college community including administrators, faculty and staff, candidates, alumni, 
supervising practitioners, and program supervisors. However, due to a significant lack of 
adequate documentation and interviewees, the team was unable to triangulate a significant 
amount of the evidence that Cambridge College's School of Education provided in support of the 
assertions made within their self-study. Conversely, the Review Team was able to triangulate the 
evidence provided in support of the programs offered by Cambridge College's School of 
Psychology and Counseling. 

An informational exit meeting was held at the end of the November visit highlighting the team's 
preliminary analysis about the educator preparation programs offered by Cambridge College. In 
this exit meeting, the team's findings were shared and it was noted that there was insufficient 
evidence to complete the review of the programs offered by the School of Education. Cambridge 
College was given the opportunity to withdraw those programs which were deemed un- 
reviewable due to the lack of evidence provided or provide the team with the opportunity to 
return to Cambridge College to review additional documentation and conduct additional 
interviews. 

Cambridge College invited the team to return to their campus on December 15, 201 1 with the 
assurance that they would provide an adequate number of interviewees as well as updated and/or 
additional documentation that would allow the program approval team to conclude their analysis 
and complete the required triangulation of evidence. Cambridge College presented the Review 
Team with a Response to D.E.S.E., folio at the start of the December re-visit. It was clear that 
significant steps had been taken to address problems identified at the first on-site visit. While 
additional evidence was presented and reviewed during the return visit, several of the 
preliminary Findings remained. 

A follow-up visit to Cambridge College occurred on November 27, 2012 where it was 
determined that all Findings Requiring Action were responded to in a satisfactory manner and 
the team is confident that all of the standards are addressed. The team recommends approval of 
the programs preparing educators at Cambridge College through November 2018. 

The team commended Cambridge College's commitment to offering a number of high need 
licensure programs and to their efforts in attracting and serving diverse and underserved 



populations. Cambridge College has demonstrated a seriousness of intent to take feedback from 
the program approval team and make the necessary improvements to their programs.
